The boy was also taken to (ho station 
bouse, when Cuptaiu D.iwling kindly pro. 
cured him soiue (Viod. which he devoured, 
being evidently half starved. 
The boy has 


a slight frame, light huir, a well developed 
head, and gave his narno as Tommy 
Hughes. 
Be appears to have a remarka- 


bly good memory, is very intelligent, and 
told the following story in relation to his 
parents, which, were all it& burrowing par- 
ticulars known, would prnve of :nore terri- 
ble interest t'uan all tbe fiction of the popu- 
lar writers of tho day : 


His father was Cul. Thomas Hughes, of 


Boston, formerly of tho United States Ar- 
my. 
He was afterwards confined in a lu- 


natic asylum in France, for insanity, where 
be cut bis throat and thus ended his life.— 
Tommy recollected going with his mother 
to see his father at the "Cruzy House ;" 
when hia father said. "Emma, look at this

All the money she could get into her pos- 
session she usod to buy rum with, and 
neglected to procuie provisions, and ho 
had nothing but a crust of bread and wa- 
ler or a little coBeo daily to subsist on.— 
According to his account his mother at one 
time bad friends, among whom he mention- 
ed Charles Gilbert, No. 118, Broadway, H. 
J. Tibbetts, Trinity Buildings, and Win. J. 
Hasketl, Attorney. 
Mr. Huskett had giv- 


en him money at time', which his mother 
bad Uken for drinking purposes.

Tibbetts, he said, was in some way related 
to his mother.

The closing passages of ihe eloquent ad- 


dress of the Vice President, on tho occa- 
sion of leaving the old Senate Chamber, 
are full of pathos, and will bo read with 
pleasure by every one. They are as follows : 


The Senate is assembled for the last 


time in this chamber. 
Henceforth it will 


be converted to other uses; yet it must re- 
main forever connected with great events, 
and sacred to the memories of the departed 
orators and statesmen who here engaged in 
high debates and shaped the policy of their 
country. 
Hereafter the American aud the j 


stranger, as they wander through the Cap- 
itol, will turn with instinctive reverence to 
view the spot on which BO many and great 
materials have accumulated for history.— 
They will recall the images of the groat 
and the good, whose renown is the common 
property of the Union; and chiefly, per- 
haps, thoy will linger around tho seats 
once occupied by tbe mighty three, whose 
names ami fame, associated in lifo, death 
has not boon able to sever ; illustrious men, 
who iu their generation sometimes divided, 
sometimes led, and sometimes resisted pub- 
lic opinion—for they wore of that higher 
class of higher statesmen who seek tup 
right and follow their convictions. 


There sat Calhoun, Ihe Senator, inflexible, 


austere, oppressed but not overwhelmed by 
bis deep sense of the importance of his 
public functions; seeking tho truth, then 
fearlessly following it; a man whose un- 
sparing intellect compelled all his smotions 
to harmonize with tho deductions of hia 
vigorous logic, and whose nobla counte- 
nance habitually wore the expression of 
one engaged iu the performance of high 
public duties.

Typo of his North- 


ern home, he rises before the imagination, 
in the grand and granite outline of his 
form and intellect, like a great New Eng- 
land rock repelling a New Engl.ind wave. 
As a writer, his productions will ho cher- 
ished by statesmen and scholars while the 
Engli-h tongue is spoken. As a Senatorial 
orator, his great efforts are historically as- 
sociated with this chamber, whosvery air 
seems yet to vibrato beneath ike stroke of 
his deep tonos and his weighty words. 


On the outer circle sat Henry Clay, with 


his impetuous and ardent nature untamed 
by arrr-, and exhibiting in the Senate Ihe 
same vehement patriotism and passionate 
eloquance that of yore electrified the House 
of Representatives ami the country.

extraoidinaiy personal endowments, his 
courage, all his noble qualities, invested him 
with an individuality and a charm of char- 
acter which, in any age, would have made a 
favorite of history.

above all earihly objects.

patriot, philanthtopist—his light at its me-
